Lexington Restaurant Man Is Conviet.

i.«ilngton, Ky.. July 14, — Louis 
Kokas, aged 39, operator ot a restaur- 
ant at 221 North Llmeetone street, was 
found guilty of rape by a jury In Fay- 
ette Cb«ult Court at 10;S0 o'clock 
Wednesday morning. 

Under a new Kentucky law the pun- 
ishment on conviction ot this crime is 
death by hanging in the jail yard ot 
the county In which the crime was 
committed. Kokas has never become 
natur.ilizi'd aa an American. 

Kokas was charRCd with having at- 
tacked nine-year-old Xannio Mao 
Clem, stepdaughter of Mck Poppas, a 
restaurant Iceeper at 203 North Lime- 
stone street The crime is alleged to 
have been committed Sunday, June 6, 
while the child's mother, Mrs. Poppas, 
was visiting In ML Sterling. 

As the verdict ot guilty, carrying a 
sentence of hanging, was read stillness 
fell upon the court room. 

Kokas nervously fingered papers on 
he do.sk In front of him and mopped 
Ills brow, showing plainly the jarring 
"ffect of the verdict. It was said to be 
the general opinion in court circles 
md among those who heard the testi- 
mony that a hung Jury would be the 
-esult of tha trial. 

When asked what he thought about 
ihe verdict, Kokas shrugged his shoul- 
■lers and raised his hands In a dospalr- 
•ng gesture and said: "It's awful. I did 
not do It and don't know why llioy 
want to hang me." Ho brushed tears 
from his eyes with his free hand and 
then asked about how long it would 
'.'iko to get a new trial or an appeal to 
Ihe "big court at Frankfort." Ho 
seemed relieved when fellow-prisoners 
'Old him It would require several 
months to hear the result of an a)ipeal.

We cannot save our own forests u .n.out buyu.^ ..Isowhore. it 
free trad, ^vill result in buying Canadian lumber, as asserted by the 
editor we are discussing, then there will be a cornwpondlng diminu- 
tion in demand for American lumber, with less employment for 
American lal)or .-m.l less Imying of American goods. If s^L'^K 
timber is the proper policy then let m extend the policy. For fear 
that the fertility of our farms will be depleted, let's buy crops pro- 
duced in Canada. For fear that our mineral deposits will be d.- 
pleted, let's buy all our minerab abroad. I-est some of our u ot 
genius mipht break down under the nerve stram of great exertion, 
let's save their energies by employing Canadians to direct onr great 
indnstrial enterprises, what few wo have left after closing down a 
lot of them to save our resourves- 

As a matter of fact, there is a lot of buncombe about the dan- 
ger of depletion of our forests. As timber l.oeomes scarcer and more 
expensive, we shall gradually adopt other materials brick, stones 
concrete and steel. Moreover, it has been demonstrated that a tariff 
poUcy which invites importation of Canadian liunber eneouraces 
waste, for, when in competition with the Canadian lumberman, the 
American lumberman used only the best of the tree, leaving the 
poorer and .'oarser part to decay of be burned in the forest. 

The whole .luestion of a taritf on lumber is based upon the same 
principle as any other tariff. If protection is rifrht in principle, it 
should W applied to rvrry industry it- which the cost of production 
is higher under the American standard of living iOid cost of materials 
than in theuobntry with which our industries compete. Canada has 
a systpin of sollin^r timber from the public lands which gives the lum- 
berman m that Dominion an advantage over the American producer. 
There is also aUeged to be a low. r labor -nst in Canada- Whether

City, July 14. — All coun- 
tries whose nationals have suffered 
damages from .Mexican revolutionists 
have been invited by President Obre- 
gon to appoint delegates who will meet 
Mexican representatives and form a 
permanent commission to pass upon 
claims. 

The invitation was issued in the 
form of a presidential decree and it 
will be sent to all interested nations 
by the foreign oOoe. 

Hie Prasldeot's action was in ac- 
cordance with the law passed In May, 
1913, at the instance of President Car- 
ranza, and was intended to give what^ 
ever offlclal stamp was necessary to 
make a permanent mixed eommitteo 
dealing with indemnities and certainty 
The foreign secretary's Instructions 
to various Mexican embassies and ie 
gallons requests the diplomats to in- 
form the nations interested that Mex' 
ieo is "disposed to enter into arrange- 
ments with the foreign governments 
looking to the equitable indemnifica- 
tion of persons- who suffered damages 
because of revolutionists in Mexico 
from 1919 to the present fime." 

President Obregon In Issuing the de- 
cree is declared to have been "inspired 
by a desire to act In accordance with 
ihc precepts of international law. " He 
is understood to have requested the 
foreign ofllec to extend "a cordial in- 
vitation to all Interested nations to as- 
sist In forming the claims committee " 
The entire session of the cabinet on 
Tuesday night is said to have been oc- 
cupied by a discussion of thii plan and 
it was decided It was unnecessary for 
Congress to adopt a new law covering 
Uie subject. Members of the cabinet 
held that as the law of May, 1913, was 
Htm In etteci, further action on the 
part of the present government need 
not be taken. , -
